BARON DIEGO DE AGUILAR.—AN INQUIRY. 
_ Dr. L. A. Frankel, of Vienna, gives a long and 
interesting account of a Baron Aguilar, said to have 
lived at Vienna, from 1736 to 1756, and then to have 
returned to London, where he died in 1759, leaving an 
immense fortune to his twelve children, Whilst in 
Vienna, he is said to have been a great favourite with 
the Empress Maria Theresa, and to have exerted a 
most beneficial influence upon the fate of the Austrian 
Jws. The Israelite (No. 36), an American paper, 
contains a tranglation of the whole account, from 
which we copy the following particulars, said to have 
been communicated to the Doctor, from london :-— 
“It is qnite probable, that authentic information 
concering Aguilar'’s family whose relations reside here, 
can be obtained.

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BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 
THE FOURTH HALF-YEARLY REPORT. 


WE will offer an analysis of this report, which has 
just appeared. The Sub-Committee appointed some 
time ago, for adopting measures to endeavour to effect 
the repeal of the decree of barishment against the Jews 
in Spain, having not deemed it expedient to recom- 
mend the adoption of any immediate steps, the pro- 
ceedings are not published. 

We take this opportunity of calling attention to a 
very serious misprint. The edicts of Ferdinand and 
Isabella were not passed in 1449, as in the copy before 
us, but we think in 1494. 

A Sub-Committee was further appointed in Decent 
ber last, for the purpose of observing and reporting on 
the progress of legislative measures affecting the Jewish 
community. It further contains an important corres- 

- pondence between the Registrar-General and the Board, 
concerning a contemplated Bill for the revision and con- 
solidation of the Marriage Act 6 and 7, V. iv. Num. iv. 
¢. 85, and subsequent Marriage Acts, From this corres- 
pondence we gather that, atleast, since the accession of 
Dr. Adler to office (1845), no marriages have been con- 
tracted in England within degrees of consanguninity 
and affinity, not aliowed by the English law, but per- 
mitted by the Jewish law, but eight such marriages 
have taken place abroad amongst members of the. me- 

- tropolitan congregations ; ; and that the great majority 
af the eommunity does consider the prohibition as a 
grievance, and desires to have it removed. The Board, 
also, at the request of the Hobart Town Congregation, 
memorialised the Colonial Office in favour of the said 
congregation, peuitioning for a grant in support. of 
public worship. As we have but lately published in 
full all documents referring to the matter, no further 
comment is necessary.. The two bills on the subject of 

education, introdticed respectively by Lord John 
Russell and Sir John Paokington are alluded to, and 
extracts given of the sections ‘affecting the Jewish com- 
munity. Butas neither of the Bills has as yet passed, 
we need not reproduce the extracts. We close, 
with copying the concluding portion of the report :—.

WE can sincerely recommend to the public this very 
useful publication. The thirteen Creeds are elucidated 
in a pleasing and original manner, The author, fol- 
lowing the division of Rabbi Joseph Albo, explains the 
three principles laid down by that illustrious Rabbi, 
demonstrates their truth from Scripture, and then pro- 
ceeds to propound what he terms the attributes, or 
what we should call the sub-division, and thus arrives 
at the number of thirteen, as taught by Maimonides. 
The single creeds are illustrated by appropriate tales, 
such as will prove most attractive to children, and 
impress them wore deeply with their truth, than scores 
of repetitions and expositions. We consider it as an 
interesting feature that, side by side with the English 
translation, the original French was reproduced, since 
many persons are more disposed to read, be it only for 
practice, what is published in a foreign language than 
in their own, and since many teachers may for that 
very reason place the neat volume in the hands of their 
pupils. Besides these, the principal contents of the 
book, it is also farnished with a commendable preface, 
and a well written introduction, which we reprint as
